Wonders of Fatehpur Sikri, in 
Center of Hindustan. 


Food May Be Kept Cool in 
ance Which Is Not at Ah 
to Put Together.

London.—To tho south of Agra, in 
tile 
center 
of 
Hindustan, 
lies 
the 
great city of F atehp ur Sikri, a city of 
■untrodden streets, which for nearly 
folir centuries has been deserted by 
all save the jackal and the leopard, 
and a few humble weavers who find 
refuge beneath its lofty walls, writes 
P. T. E therton in London Graphic. 
■History has no parallel In the astound 
ing collection of palaces and halls, 
courtyards, the whole created, one 
m ight say, on the spur of the moment, 
as the outcome of a kingly whim, 
and as suddenly deserted. 
The city 
of Fatehpur Sikri stands, as It w as 
left, in a sta te of astonishing preser­ 
vation. 
M ohammedan history tells us that 
th e creation of Fatehpur Sikri was due 
to the prophecy of a saint. 
The E m ­ 
peror Akbar, who ruled in India in 
th e sixteenth century, halted on the 
site of the city when returning from 
his great conquests of western India, 
to interview the saint in question and 
secure his prayers for a son and heir, 
A kbar being then childless. 
The ad­ 
vice of the saint was to the effect 
th a t the em peror send for his so­ 
called Portuguese Christian wife to re­ 
side at Fatehpur. 
This was done, and 
in due course a son was born to Ak­ 
bar, who afterw ards became the Em ­ 
peror Jerangir. 
It is said, however, 
th a t the child m ay have been on© 
substituted by the saint for a royal ! 
infant th at was still-born. 
To com ­ 
m em orate the birth A kbar caused tho 
great city to be erected, and it is a 
lasting memorial to the genius of its 
builder and th e sk411 displayed in the 
carving and decoration of its num er­ 
ous palaces. 
Its lofty walls extend 
for seven miles, and the city itself 
stands upon a com manding range of 
hills, approach thereto being by seven 
different gateways. 
T he photographs 
show w hat a beautiful city it was, 
and interest in it was enhanced by 
the mystery which surrounds it. 
All 
th a t is known is th a t it was occupied 
for a few years, and then abandoned, 
th e court being removed to Agra. 
T here are buildings innumerable in 
this weird city of the dead, am ong 
th e m ost rem arkable being the Panch 
Mahal, a five-storied structure, which 
stands unrivaled, since every one of 
th e countless columns on which its ! 
tiers are supported is of a different : 
d esign. 
T o a c h ie v e this unique object it is 
sn id that each column was entrusted 


A box fitted up to hold food helps 
to solve the problem of keeping food 
during the heated months.

Putting Material Back Into Saucepan 
Only Serves to Make a Bad 
Matter Worse. 


W hen jelly will not jell, and that 
happens sometimes, do not turn it 
back into a saucepan to cook over. 
T hat breaks the little gelatined glob­ 
ules that have formed, even though 
not enough to m ake jell, and you 
will have a t best a sticky, stringy 
mess. 
Instead, take a large dripping 
pan, half fill it with water, set the 
undisturbed glasses of jelly in it, not 
close enough to touch, put into a hot 
oven and allow to bake until sufficient­ 
ly jellied. 
It sometimes takes three­ 
quarters of an hour, but the jelly will 
cut as smooth and clear as though 
stiff enough at first cooking. 
A pinch 
of powdered alum will help Hie jelly­ 
ing process. 
Now is the time when 
the far-seeing housewife, while doing 
her preserving, puts up dainty little 
glasses of jelly or pots of jam, to be 
used for Christm as gifts. 
For a few 
cents little fancy glasses, jars, mugs 
or tiny pitchers may be had, which, 
filled with homem ade jelly and accom­ 
panied by a Christm as greeting, will 
prove very acceptable gifts. 
Small 
cold cream jars and the like, if well 
scalded, m ake excellent containers for 
jelly.
